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U. $. GRAND JURY WILL INDICT

Resident Officers in New York Are 
Threatened with Prosecution for Con- 
spiracy in Fixing Rates. 


New York, March 10.—Five indictments 
will be returned shortly by the federal grand 
jury against resident officers of the trangat- 
lantic steamship companies for violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act.

Society and club women who shun mother- 
hood and perhaps lavish their affection on a 
pug dog came under the verbal lash of an 
efoquent priest last night at the mission of the 
Paulist fathers in Holy Name cathedral 

Father Isidore, whose travels as a mission- 
ary have taken him into many countries of 
the world, discussed ‘*race suicide’’ with 
combined fervor and bluntness that at times 
startied the large audience, even though it 
had come prepared for plain speaking. 

Aside from his warnings to individuals, 
both men and women, he predicted—and even 
now saw coming to pass—the destruction of 
the race that first possessed this country, 
Criven out of power and displaced in its pos- 
Session by the more vigorous child bearing 
immigrants from foreign lands, “ ignorant 
of the tricks by which up to date Americans 
escape the burdens and duties of parent- 
hood.” As Rome fell so will the United 
States fall before the inrushing vandals, he 
said. 

“I have noticed that there are many cru- 
saders who show an intemperate zeal against 
such petty vices as cigaret smoking, card 
playing, Sunday baseball, and other matters 
much inveighed against,”’ he added. ‘ Often 
these critics are politicians who seek to curry 
favor with a clase, yet deny outright their 
own ein. 

Casting Sops to Conscience. 

* What is the secret motive behind these 
noisy reformers, these intemperate fanatics? 
Why dothey devote their lives to hypocritical 
attacks on the inconsequential? 

“One man said to me, when I was seek- 
ing the explanation, that itrwas because these 
persons had lost their hold on the people and 
so were trying to attract attention by taking 
up fads. Another man said they were mere- 
ly Pharisees, but the man who seemed to me 
to hit the nail on the head said they were 
casting sops to their own consciences. These 
meddlesome persons, he said, are commit- 

ting sins in secret and square it by intem- 
perate public geal against beer drinking, 
baseball, etc. 

“These are the persons’ that strain at a 
gnat andewallowacamel. One woman rants 
because boys are allowed to play marbles for 


-@ dozen. 
Another woman goés through the streets 
plucking cigarets from thé lips of boys 
and tells falsehoods about priests A man 
who is divorced and has two living wives 
would destroy the juice of all the vines and 
the rye. 

Worse than Divekeepers. 

“ All of these incidents indicate a national! 
warped conscience, What are the Practices 
and sins these hypocrites are trying to hide 
in their own lives? 

** First in importance is race sulcide, which 
is the most destructive evil among civilized 
nations. Those who are guilty are worse 
than the divekeepers. Under their cloak of 
respectability they are more wicked than 
the Magdalens in the dives. Race suicide 
defeats the purpose of creation, which is to 
reap a crop of souls for heaven. The sin 
weighs heavier in the scales of God than the 
utmost wickedness of the profligate. 

“I shudder as I think of the possible 
Shakspeares, the Washingtons, the Lincolns, 
that are sacrificed to the modern hatred 
of paternity. But nature will turn and 
avenge. What worse fate can befall] a na- 
tion than to be exterminated? Yet all of 
the proud nations of the world so perished. 
The emperor of the Romans offered pre- 
miums for families among his nobles, yet 
allin vain, The vigorous vandals and Goths, 
who knew not the tricks of race suicide, 
swept down upon the doomed nation and it 
perished from the face of the earth. 


Warning to American Nation. 

“Look now at our own haughty nation. 
It, toa, is perishing, its leadership is yvanish- 
ing. The rugged men and women of foreign 
lands are pouring into this country, and soon 
will have possessed themselves of its power 
and wealth. It is a retribution of heaven. 

“ Society women, club women, say they wil] 
lose their beauty of face and form if they 
raise large families; that maternity wil] com- 
pel them to remain away from their clubs 
and out of society. What greater happiness 
than to see your own beauty multiply in your 
children. 

“Without children women often are with- 
ered hage at 40. These society folk plead 
that it is better to have a few children, bright 
and well trained, than a lot of ragged ig- 
noramuses; that the more civilized a na- 
tion the less children.

CALIFORNIA ROCKED BY QUAKE 


Severest Shock Since Big One 
Alarms in Many Places. 


Scares in Frisco Theaters; Phone Oper- 
ators Overwhelmed by Calls. 


San Francisco, Cal, March 10.—A sharp 
earthquake, the severest shock since the big 
one of 1906, was experienced thoughout the 
central part of California tonight about 10:54 


The vibrations were long and undulatory, 
but slow, and the duration, as usually given, 
from one and a half to four seconds. From 
reports received up to midnight the quake 
was felt as far south as San Luis Obispo, but 
did not appear to extend far north of San 
Francisco. Pronounced heavy movements 
with a slight interval of undulations be- 
tween, were felt, but no damage has been 
reported. 

Actress Prevents a Panic. 

But for the presence of mind of Florence 
Roberts, an actress, there would have been 
a panic at the Garden theater in San Jose. 
The people in the building Jumped up and 
started to jam the entrance, but were quieted 
when she commanded them to sit down and 
went on with the performance. 

About half the audience remained through- 
out the play, but the other half left the the- 
ater in an orderly manner. 

In San Francisco the people generally were 
aroused and in- the Western Union office 
virtually every operator left his key, which 


caused a report to come from Portland that 


some of the San Francisco wires had been in- 
terrupted. 


Alarm in Frisco Theater. 

In two local theaters, where the last act 
was closing, dozens of persons jumped to 
their feet,‘and in one of them there was a 
decided movement from the galleries toward 
the exits, which was stopped by a policeman. 

In an Oakland theater a number of timid 
persons started for the doors, but cries of 
“ Sit down ” stopped them. 

The shock was particularly severe on a line 
running’ north from Monterey through Wat- 
sonville, Santa Cruz, and San José, and it was 
fet Jn Santa Rosa. 


Telephone Operators Overwhelmed, 

In San Francisco following the quake the 
small and frightened force of operators in 
the telephone offices were overwhelmed with 
calls from very direction. 

According to the seismograph record at 
Chabot observatory, the shock was one anda 
half seconds in duration in Oakland. 

The seismograph at the Lick observatory 
recorded a shock at 10:52 lasting eight sec- 
onds.

Physician Its Agent, Druggist 
Its Slave, Says Dr. Lydston. 


“T00 LAZY TO PRESCRIBE.” 


Asserts ‘‘Cure All’? Remedies Are De- 
bauching Profession, 


That patent medicine manufacturers are 
debauching the medical profession and prey- 
ing on the natural fears of the people, and 
that physicians, through their laziness and 
ignorance, and druggists through avarice 
were responsible for a condition which per- 
mitted the proprietary manufacturers to 
flourish. was the declaration of Dr. G Frank 
Lydston last night. 

Dr. Lydston was the chief speaker at the 
third annual get-together banquet of the 
Chicago Medical society, the Chicago Odion- 
tographic society, and the Chicago Retail 
Druggists’ association held at the Congress 
theater. 

“The American citizen arrogates to him- 
self the right to dose and be dosed as he 
pleases,” said Dr. Lydston, “ and the patient 
medicine ‘manufacturer has grown fat on 
this. For this condition there are three 
things to blame: 

** The desire of the druggist to make a living. 

“The laziness and ignorance of physicians who 
prefer to prescribe proprietary remedies rather than 
expend midnight oil studying therapeutics. 

‘‘ The uncertainty of therapeutica. 

Make Catspaws of Doctors. 

“ The medicine manufacturers took advan- 
tage of this weakness of the American pub- 
lic, and when the business grew extended 
operations by making cat's-paws of physi- 
cians and druggists. Doctors tables were 
cluttered with remedies guaranteeing a cure 


ailment.

“The physician no | 
edge of therapeutics, Whatever the ailment. 
somewhere on his library table would be 


found a sample of some proprietary medicine 
varanteed to cure. 

The physician has been the agent of the 
patent medicine maker, the druggist has 
been his slave.

medicines telling bow many cases he has 
cured through the specific treatment. He 
has debauched and injured the profession 
more than any other. 


“Stop the Counter Prescriptions.” 

“The two thinge needed for a cure of the 
present condition and which in the end would 
prove more profitable for both doctors and 
druggists are that the doctor must get over 
his laziness and study therapeutics; drug- 
gists must quit counter prescriptions and not 
be tempted into practicing a profession for 
which they are not licensed. 

“Tf the druggists cannot make a NMving 
honestly for heaven's sake bet them get out. 
None of the smaller druggists is paid what 
his education, industry, and capacity war- 
rants. After all his struggles he works fora 
salary a chauffeur would scorn.”

GIVE PLAN OF ARMY TOURNEY 


Officers Tell Rotary Club It Will 
Be Most Extensive Yet Seen. 


PLENTY OF JULY 4 NOISE. 


Every Movement Seen on Battlefield 
to Be Rehearsed.

The military tournament which is to be 
held in Grant park during the ten dave be- 
ginning July 4 will be the largest ever in 
the United States, according to statements 
given by Capt. A. J. Bowley and Capt. 
Charles W. Fenton of Gen. Frederick Dent 
Grant's staff at a meeting of the Rotary 
club in the Bismarck hotel last night. 

Five thousand regular army soldiers are 
to take part and preparations are being made 
to provide for 2,000,000 visitors. The ar- 
rangements are in charge of Gen. Grant and 
his staff and the Chicago Sane Fourth com- 
mittee. It was announced that President 
Taft and Secretary of War Dickinson were 
expected to be present. 

Nothing Like It Yet Seen. 

‘* Nothing ever has been held in this country 
which can compare with what this tourna- 
ment is going to be,” said Capt. Bowley. “It 
will be full of thrills, and everything will 


be fast. 

‘‘ Every department of the service will be 
represented, and we expect to have military 
aeroplanes and dirigible balloons. We will 
gratify the desire of the public to see the 
army. At Toledo last year we had 2,500 
troops, but this exhibition will surpass that. 

“The troops will come into camp at Grant 
park about July 1. The field will be about 600 
feet long and 400 feet wide. There will be 40,- 
000 seats, one-third of which will be reserved 
for those making subscriptions for the ex- 
pense of the undertaking, and the rest will 
be open to the public without charge. Drilis 
will be held every afternoon and evening 
for ten days, so that everybody can get to 
see them. 

“The infantry will come in by regiments 
and battalions, and show by sharp, fast 
drille what it can doin wartime. We don’t 
call it a sham battle, for we don’t like the 
word, but there will be firing and plenty of 
noise and movements, showing the modern 
method of attack. There will be an ambu- 
lance corps to carry off those who fall as 
wounded. They will be tagged in advance 
for the benefit of the surgeons, to show the 
nature of their supposed injuries. 


Everything Seen in War. 

“There will be a bivouac, with the setting 
up of the ‘ pup’ tents, sentries, and a night 
attack, scaling of walle, and all which might 
take place in a battle. 

“The cavalrymen wil) do things that will 
make your hair stand on end and will show 
you how they can fight on foot or on horse- 
back. Strictly speaking, we have no cavairy 
in this country. We have dragoons. They 
are more valuable than the heavy cava.ry 
of foreign countries. The American cavalry- 
men are the best riders in the world The 
rough riders of the wild west shows are 
men from the cavalry. 

“ All of the branches of the artillery will 
be shown. The signal corps will set up wire- 
less stations in two corners of the field and 
have them in operation in just forty-five 
seconds, The engineers will build trestle 
and pontoon bridges. They will build the 
trestle bridge, defend it, cross over, and blow 
it up with dynamite in ten minutes. 

“There will be plenty of noise for the 
small boy. The sane Fourth committee has 
taken away his fireworks, but they have 
given him something in return this year.’

Hitchcock, and then departed for 
Chicago as mysteriously ashe came. 

Persons. who talked with Dewey came 
away with the impression that he was slight- 
ly flushed with his recent victory. over Ald. 
Dixon in the Second ward aldermanic scrap. 
It is said to be his ambition now to become 
a rea’ political power in Chicago. He has 
been slated for some federal position for 
some time, and he now wants to foreclose on 
promises made to him byMr. Hitchcock as 
manager of Mr. Taft's campaign. 

At one time Dewey. thought he was going to 
be made postmaster forthwith, but in this he 
was disappointed by Mr. Hitchcock's inabil- 


| ity to deliver. Then he figured, he had the 
} marshalship within His’ grasp, but-it slipped

Afterward Broad- 
well and the revenue man arrested Kenyon 
when he came in with a load of colored but- 
terine. 

“About the same week I watched Miller’s 
place. The next day the federal inspector 
and Broadwell met Miller at 45 Randolph 
street and arrested him.”’ 

Moxley’s Men and “Moonshiners.” 

Representatives of William J. Moxley’s 
company told during the day of the transac- 
tions of the firm with Edward Klimis, the 
‘*‘ moonshiner "’ in jail at Milwaukee. 

Frank H. Harding, cashier and credit man 
for the Moxley corporation, having been 
named by Kliimis as a member of the firm 
who knew of the operations of Klimis and 
E. A. Graham, another ‘‘ moonshiner’’ in 
Milwaukee, said he had shipped oleomargar- 
ine to the two dealers under different names. 

John Dadie, son-in-law of Congressman 
Moxley and secretary of the Moxley com- 
pany, said Klimis in all probability was 
“sore ’’ because he could not get financiae 
aid from the Moxley corporation when he 
had been caught by the federal authofities. 
Mr. Dadie explained that no! assistance was 
given Klimis because he was not considered 
a ‘‘ regular customer ” of the Moxiey factory. 


Sold Goods to “Moonshiners.” 

*“‘Kiimis—or whatever his real name is— 
and Graham operated in Milwaukee chiefly 
under the name J. L. Brown,” said Harding. 
* Klimis came here and wanted to buy oleo- 
margarine and we sold it to him and shipped 
it to Milwaukee on the Goodrich Transporta- 
tion company’s boats. The goods were 
shipped under different names, and # believe 
one shipment—probably the first—went billed 
under the name Klimis. I never knew Klimis 
wes violating the law. All our shipments 
are in strict compliance with the law.”’ 

Mr. Dadie denied Kliimis’ statement that a 
Moxley salesman had suggested he start 
* moonsbining'’’ in Milwaukee. 

“TI never talked with Klimis until after 
the hearing of his case berore United States 
Commissioner Harper at Milwaukee, when 
he was held to the grand jury,’’ said Mr. 
Dadie. ‘He has said a friend of his ca€dme 
to me to get me to furnish bonds for him, 
but nothing ever was said about my getting 
bonds for him.” 

Klimis said he also bought oleo from 
the John F. Jelke company while operating 
in Chicago. - 

“It is impossible for us to investigate 
the character or reputation of our custom- 
ers,”’ said Mr. Jelke. “‘Anybody who comes 
in here ready to buy our goods can get them.’’

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Foreign Concerns Held Liable 
for Corporation Tax. ~~ | 
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Washington, D. ©, March 10—Foreign 
steamship companies, the vessels of which 
ply between Amefican and foreign ports, 
are subject to the law imposing a tax of 
1 per cent on the net incomes of corporations, 
according to an opinion given today by At- 
torney General Wickersham. 

It is held that all foreign corporations op- 
erating in this country are required to pay 
the tax on net income from business trans- 
acted and capital invested in the United 
States. , pee 
Plea Made by Companies. 

It was insisted upon the part of the steam- 
ship companies that, fasmuch ae receiving 
and discharging cargoes and passengers was 
@ mere incident to the principal service given 
by. them. which conaisted in the transporta- 
tion of their cargoes and passengers over the 
high seas, they had no income derived from 
business transacted in the United States. 

Mr. Wickersham says he is of opinion thet 
this contention cannot be maintained. He de- 
slares: 

“ These companies have a large amount of 
capital investment in wharves, warehouses 
and other facilities, essential to carrying on 
their businese in this country. Their busi- 
pess consists entirely in transporting passen- 
gers and goods and merchandise between 
ports in this country and those of foreign 
countries, and receiving and discharging the 
same. 


Wickersham Makes Point. 

‘Through agente located here all contracts 
and arrangements incident to such business 
at this end of their lines are meade, apd all 
exports are delivered to their warehouses 
and are loaded upon their vessels, and the 
passengers embark while they dre within the 
limits of the United States; and likewise, 
while here, their imports are unloaded and 
passengers from foreign ports disembark. 

“If these companies do not transact busi- 
ness in the United States they transact no 
business in any foreign port, and-their entire 
business is corried on upon the high seas. To 
such a conclusion! am unable to give assent.”’

Thé Journa! gives figures regarding the de- 
terioration of the property of non-authorized 
congregations and teaching orders which 
former Premier Waldeck-Rousseau esti- 
mated would realize $200,000,000 for the state. 


Receipts Not Up to Expectation. 
After inventories had been made ‘the esti- 
mated figures were reduced to $100,000,000 
and subsequently: to $50,000,000, when the 
churéh issued a decree of excommunication 
@egainst the purchasers. The gross receipts

facts and complete information before him 
on which to base a proper decision’as to 
the certificates. Then he asserted the pro-

Only a Bookkeeping Plan. 

The witness then declared that during the 
time the certificates were being issued there 
were funds avallable to carry on the work. 
The, certificates were, in reality, he said, 
simply a method of keeping books. There 
was no effort to augment the reclamation 
fund by the certificates. 

Mr. Garfield asserted that Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham had heid that the codper- 
ative contracts would be valid if there were 
funds available for the work. 

* He evidently had in mind the idea that 
there were no funds available,” continued 
Mr. Garfield, “when, as a matter of fact, 
some $2,000,000 was available all the time.” 

Secretary Ballinger, in his reply to Presi- 
dent Taft, stated that when he received 
Glavis’ protest against the clear-listing of the 
Cunningham claims, he brought the matter 
to the attention of Secretary Garfield, as Gov. 
Moore, one of the claimants, already had seen 
Mr. Garfield, and told him that the patents 
ought to be held up and that the secretary 
agreed with him. 

‘*Do you recall any such conference with 
Commissioner Ballinger?” asked Mr. Bran-

Willing to Condone Frauds. 

Mr. Garfield admitted that, in urging gen- 
eral coal legislation by congress early in 
1908, he had made the statement that he was 
willing to condone fraudulent entries in 
Alaska, provided the entrymen were com- 
pelled to pay an increased price for the land 
to the government.

THEN KISS AND MAKE UP. 


Aged General First ‘to Score, Al- 
. though Weak from Wounds 
of War. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, March 10.—Deputy Chiesa’s duel 
with Gen. Di Cossato materialized this after- 
noon. It did not prove‘a terrible affair, al- 
though both drew blood. Gen. Di Cossato, 
who had the choice of weapons, decided upon 
swords notwithstanding his weakness in a 
knee and an arm due to wounds he received 
in the war of 1858. 

The duelists, their attendants, reporters, 
and others proceeded in automobiles to a 
place in the country, but the police scented 
battle and pursued, Preparations for the 
fight were in progress when the police ep- 
peared, whereupon the belligerents and 
others reéntered their automobiles and went 
farther, where they fought on the roadside 
without molestation. 

Twenty-four Assaults. 

There were twenty-four assaults, all of 
them violent, but Gen. Di Coseato, owing to 
his age, soon was fatigued and the bouts 


were short. 
The general at the outset wounded Chiesa 


+ on the chin, but the duel continued until 


Chiesa pinked the veteran in the cheek. The 
latter nearly collapsed. 

The doctors restored him and dressed his 
wound. Chiesa then offered to shake hands 
with him, saying he admired his courage, 
and wished to congratulate a veteran of 
the country’s wars. Geng Di Cossato glanced 
at his opponent blankly and said: 

**I do not know you.” 

Chiesa regarded this as an affront and mut- 
tered insulting remarks, but his seconds 
dragged him away. The fact was Gen. Di 
Cossato was in a fainting condition and did 
not know what he was saying. 


Fall on Each Other’s Necks. 

When he was restored he sought Chiesa and 
ghook his hand cordially. Then they fell on 
each other’s necks and kissed and embraced 
in true Italian fashion, the onlookers ap- 
plauding. 

Gen. Di Cossato’s wound is on the left 
cheek. It is four inches long. It was fixed 
up with six stitches. It is not dangerous. 
Chiesa’s sword narrowly missed his eye. 


FIRST MOVE IN CRUSADE 
AGAINST HOUSE OF LORDS. 


British Ministry Asks Parliament for 
Supplies Only for Six Weeks—Com- 


mons Holds Pursestrings. 


LONDON, March 10.—The ministers adopt- 
ed a new device in the war between the lords 
and commons by asking parliament today to 
vote supplies for six weeks only, instead of 
from four to six months, as has been the 
practice for the last fifteen years. 

The fact is not concealed that this device is 
intended to keep the power of the purse in the 
hands of the house of commons, in readiness 
for afresh constitutional! crisis, which is ex- 
pected in the month of May, when the lords 
probably will reject the resolutions curtailing 
their power of veto, so as to bring about the 
resignation of the government. 

If supplies were voted for six months, Mr. 
Balfour could then take office and carry on 
the government, but with the necessity of 
coming to the house of commons for a new 
vote on supply he would be defeated. 

The Conservatives in the house of commons 
today indignantly denounced the govern- 
ment’s action as ‘*‘ a shabby trick in its policy 
of evasion and chicanery.’’ Their represent- 
atives echoed this sentiment. 

Chancellor Lloyd-George frankly admitted 
that it was his intention thus to keep effective 
control over the finances, and it is understood 
the Laborites and the Nationalists will sup- 
port the government.

VIENNA, March 10.—Dr. Cari Lueger, the 
anti-Semite leader and burgomaster of 
Vienna, died today. He was 66 years old. 

It may safely be said no death except that 
of the emperor could affect the Viennese as 
did Lueger’s. He undoubtedly was the most 
comspicuous figure in the Austrian capital, 
and he enjoyed imymense popularity. 

Lueger was the idol of the smaller shop- 
keepers, as he used his influence to prevent 
the establishment of great stores, especially 
when foreign capital was engaged. 


“OLD AD VALOREM” EVANS DIES 


Tariff Statistician Succumbs at Age of 
78 After Long Experience ih 
the Treasury. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—Charles H. 
Evans, an employé of the treasury depart- 
ment, who assisted the congressional com- 
mittees in tite preparation of the various 
tariff bills from 1872 till 1897, died at his 
home here yesterday, aged 78 years. Be- 
cause of his familiarity with tariff statis- 
tics he became known among his associates 
as “Old Ad Valorem.”’

REPRESENTATIVE JAMES BRECK 
PERKINS of Rochester, N. Y., is dead in 
Washington after an illness of several weeks. 
Mr. Perkins suffered from an intestinal! dis- 
order that had caused his physicians to 
despair of his life ever since his prostration. 
He was serving his fifth term as the repre- 
sentative of the Thirty-second district of 
New York. His work abroad, when he spent 
many years in France and other countries 
and wrote on the history of France, added 
much to the value of his services in the 
house. 

JOHN LOUIS RETSIN died yesterday at 
his residence, 2325 North Rockwell street. 
He was 94 years old and had been a carpenter 
contractor. He was a native of Belgium, 
where the widow and a daughter are living, 
and came to Chicago in 1853. The funeral 
will be held on Monday from 8t.

Boniface cemetery. 

WILLIAM BAYARD CUTTING JR. of 
New York, who was formerly secretary of 
the United States legation in London and 
later vice consul at Milan and secretary of 
the legation at Tangier, is dead at Assuan, 
Egypt. He was taken ill a week ago with 
preumonia and was thought at one time to be 
recovering, but had a sudden relapse,

Moines last year.

WILL NAME 19 CANDIDATES. 


Club Boosting ‘Harrison for Mayor Is 
Repudiated. \% 


Upon the theory that the official terms of 
judges of city courts cannot be longer than 
four years, the Democratic county managing 
committee took steps last night to prepare 
for the nomination. of a chief justice and 
eighteen associate justices of the Municipal 
court’ of Chicago. The present Municipal 
court law provides for only nine vacancies. 
The county committee, through its chair- 
man, William L. O'Connell, also took action 
almost official, repudiating the newly an- 
nounced Chicago Democratic club, which is 
marked up as thé official] campaign organiza-

“movement. 


Chairman O’Connell introduced the judicial 
matter by saying he had béen advised upon 
high authority that the state constitution 
provides specifically that officials of city 
courts may not be elected for terms longer 
than four years. The Supreme bench, he 
said, had held recently that the Municipal 
court. of Chicago is a city court within the 
meaning of the constitution. 


Will Nominate Nineteen for Bench. 


Upon this ground the Democrats propose to 
nominate successors for Chief Justice Harry 


| Olson and the nine associate justices elected 


in 1906 for six year terms, as well as for the 
nine judges whose terms naturally expire 
with the coming’election. 

The nine associate justices whose terms 
expire in 1912, but who are to be attacked by 
reason of the Democratic contention, are

OLICRAISHTI, Bulgaria, Dec. 16.—This is 
a village.

Policraishti is a 
rich village, as Bulgarian peasant villages go, 
and that is one of the reasons why twenty- 
five of its citizens are in America today. Ten 
or twelve have returned. Of these I found only 
one who did not express a wish that he were 
back. 

Policraishti is twelve miles from Tirnovo, 
well out in the great rolling, broken prairie 
which begins at the foot of the mountains.

There Is a 
narrow storeroom at one end and the living 
room or bedroom at the other end of the 
kitchen, both extending past and forming the 
end of the veranda. : 

The difference between the: interior of one 
of these houses and that of a Magyar peasant 
of the Alféld is vast. One is a home; the other 
is a shelter. There is simply. nothing in this 
house which might be called furniture. They 
bring water and cook with two or three cop- 
per pots. They eat out of two. or three dishes. 

f they have knives or forks, I have never 
seen them. They either eat on the floor or on 
a stool table less than a foot high. There is 
precious little evidence of a decorative spirit 
in the kitchen. 

There is no more in the larger room, gen- 
erally entered through a low door. Rolled up 
\n the corner or spread on the floor is a large 
grass mat of rush. This is bed, springs and 
matress. Of sheets, there are none. The 
blankets are all home made, stiff and coarse. 
The pillows are equally uninviting. There may 
be a stool in this room; at times two. I sup- 
pose there are houses in the village with 
chairs and a bed. The kitchen has no window; 
the bedroom a single window, 2x4 feet in size. 
Spinning and weaving appliances abound, and 
there is no doubt of the nature of woman’s 
work during the winter. The floors are of 
earth; the ceilings, about six and a half feet 
high, are of wood. 


Men Attractive Looking. 


This village would undoubtedly be attrac- 
tive in many ways in ‘summer. The men of 
the village are attractive even now. They are 
big, strong fellows, clean of limb and hard of 
head. The majority of them wear European 
trousers. Their stockings, worn over their 
trousers, are home made, as are their sandals.

front embroidered in red geometric designs. 
Over this is a quilted calico coat, buttoning to 
the neck. 

What these men want is less work and bet- 
ter pay. Many of them find this in Roumania, 


Hungary, and Russia. These are the men wha. 
are accustomed to emigrate. There is no'man - 


in the village so poor that he does not’ own 


some land. But for the majority it is not. 


enough to supply their wants. The wives and 
children look after the land in the summer 
and the men seek their fortunes abroad. There 
are even two in Australia and one in New 
Zealand, I talked with one young fellow who 
had spent a year in the great Broken .Hill 
maine near Adélaide. He is as likely a worker 
as one might wish to see. | ' 

I have talked with many who have been. to 
America. Their experiences vary in detail, but 
in the main their tale is the same. They 
sought money in America to buy more land 
or to build. a house. Some succeeded; others 
failed. Those who failed went at the wrong 
time. They found themselves in America when 
conditions were:least favorable. 

One man had’ worked a year ih the Baltimore 
and Ohio roundhouse at Newark, O. He came 
home after a year because he could no longer 
find work. He speaks little English, but un<« 
derstood all that I had to say. He is ready to 
return the moment he believes he can secure 
employment.

He 
thinks the Roumanian as good a laborer as 
the Magyar. He says the Magyar is a harder 
drinker. 

Another man, tall, well built, muscular, with 
gray eyes and a pleasant, jolly face, went to 
America in 1907, worked in an iron foundry 
in Boston for one month, laid brick in Wau- 
kegan for four months. Then work disap- 
peared and he came home. He says he is 
ready to go back if I can guarantee him a job. 
He says he has twelve acres of land, a house, 
a pair of pxen, and twenty sheep. I estimate 
this man to be worth about $6,000. He says 
that it now costs from two to three times as 
much to live in Bulgaria as it did five years 
ago, due chiefly to the increased cost of land 
and to the increase in price of everything 
which he buys. 


Likes Work in Dynamite Factory. 


Another man who had spent four years in 
Americas and talked excellent English had 
been home seven months. He returned because 
he suffered from stomach trouble and had 
been several months in a hospital, where he 
was obliged to part with a good share of his 
savings. He spent a year ana a half in Bos- 
ton, a month in Waukegan, and divided the 
remainder of his time between a farm and ea 
dynamite factory near Denver. He prefers the 
dynamite factory to the farm because it pays 
better. 

Another man spent six months in Sharon, 
Pa., and another a similar period in Birming- 
ham, Ala. Both returned because they could 
get no work. Both are young men with in- 
telligent faces and clean of limb. Another, a 
boy of 20, after nine months in the Baltimore 
and Ohio roundhouse in Newark and three 
months in a foundry netr Boston, has just re- 
turned to serve his time in the Bulgarian 
army. When free he will return to America. 

Around.a long table in an inn I. asked the 
crowd of men with American experience what 
they thought te. be the difference between 
Bulgaria and the United States. One spoke up 
in English: “O, too much difference, ten thou- 
sand differences!” “ Well, what is the big dif- 
ference?” *‘O, in America, work ten hours, get 
$2. Sometimes get $3, maybe $4. Here work 
fourteen hours, sixteen hours, maybe eighteen 
hours; get 20 cents. In America, eat plenty 
meat; here maybe two or three months no eat 
meat, Only little onjon, bread, and water.” 

Another man, who also spoke English and 
who of all. possessed the finest face, with a 
strong chin, high,’ well filled forehead, and 
clear eyes, said: “In America, every man got 
strong head; here, out of a thousand maybe 
ten. got strong head.” This, he says, is the 
reason he is going’ back to America next week. 

Without knowing it, the answer which this 
peasant farmer gave is the real difference, not 
only between the United States and Bulgaria 


but between the United States and any other 
_nation. of.the world. But the difference be- 


tween the Untited- States and some countries 
is not.as' gréat as it could and should be, and 
much of the reason for this is the fact that 
our elementary school system has not kept 
pace with our progress in other respects. .To- 
day it is about fifty years behind that of Ger- 
many.

LOSELY allied with the subject ever vital 
to womeén of whether or not they are to 
receive an allowance from their fathers 
or their husbands is the kindred one of 
whether they shall know how mutch 

money their husbands earn. 

It seems curious that any wife should be with- 
out this piece of information and it seems safe 
to say that this is one mistake in the domestic 
relation between the sexes that is traceable di- 
rectly to the men. For if any man can think 
up any right good reason why his ‘wife should 
not know what he is earning or if he can cite 
an instance of any wife who does not wish to 
hear he is invited to send the information to 
Sister Mary. And yet from conversations witha 
scores of married women, middle aged and 
young, it appears that thousands of them do 
not know. 

“Of course I have always wished to know,” 
says one of them. “And my husband does not 
exactly refuse to tell me. But always when I 
lead up to the question he changes the subject. 
What would you do? : 

Well, there aren’t many questions that I 
should ask a man, but this is one of the sub- 
jects on which I should demand accurate in- 
formation. Not to know the facts about: your 
husband’s income leads to more different kinds 
of trouble than gry one would ever dream of 
who hasn’t gone’ through with the experience 
herself. The women can tell their own story 
better than any one else could, 

“When we were married,” said the first speak- 
er, “I knew we were terribly poor, but I didn’t 
know how much I could spend. I would 
tell my husband what ‘Wwe needed he would al- 
ways say: ‘O, just get it-and charge it’ If 
there was some little thing I wished for myself 
he would make the same reply. The result ‘was 
that I never knew how much of a sacrifice it 
was for him to pay for these things, and conse- 
quently I was always just as economical as I 
could possibly be. He got so that in the.course 
of time he spent money quite freely, but he 
never told me when his’ income -incteased and 
the result is that I have a fearful feeling about 
spending any money at all. I never know wheth- 
er we are on the brink of ruin or are financially 
secure. The result is that I am much more eco- 
nomical than my husband wishes me to be and 
sometimes embarrass him by seeming stingy to 
his friends. But how can I act with any confi- 
dence when-I am acting in the dark?’

BY ORDER OF ARCHBISHOP. 


His. Transfer from St.. Joachim’s Is 
Regarded asa Promotion. 


Announcement was made yesterday of the 
promotion by Archbishop Quigley of the 
Rev. William S. Hennessy, for many years 
the pastor of St. Joachim’s church. He is 
to take the place made vacant by the death 
of the Rev. Dominic Stelman, the late pas- 
tor of the Church of the Annunciation at 
1650 North Paulina street. 

The order of promotion takes effect imme- 
diately and it is Father Hennessy’s inten- 
tion to take up his new duties next Sunday. 

Father Hennessy came to Chicago twenty- 
six years ago, just after he had been or- 
dained.

PLAN TO SEARCH FOR REST OF

Rosenthal and Friend Said to Have 
Rented Two—Victims of Robbery Ex- 
pected to Reach Chicago Today.

Inspector Bird Will Prosecute 
on Information Given 
by Citizens. 


NETTLED BY CRITICISMS. 


Member of Woman’s Club Taken 
to Task by the City. Offi- 
cial in Letter. 


City Smoke Inspector Paul P. Bird yester- 
day asked the coéperation of every citizen of 
Chicago to help abate the smoke-nuisance. 
He issued a new order under which prosecu- 
tions will be based on information furnished 
by private citizens. Mr. Bird has held here- 
tofore that prosecutions could. be started 
only after city inspectors had reported viole- 
tions based.on their own observations. 

The smoke inspector is nettled because of 
published interviews, especially with mem- 
bers of women’s clubs, which intimated that 
his department had not investigated. com- 
plaints. Besides issuing the order he took 


an’s club to task ina letter to Mrs. John B, 
Sherwood, a member of the committee who 
criticised the department. 

He asserts he has investigated all com- 
plaints and had received no information from 
members of the Woman's club, who had 
promised aid, since last November. 


Co-operation of Citizens Asked. 

“The city smoke department invites the co- 
operation and aid of every resident of Chi- 
cago in completing the elimination of the 
smoke nuisance,” Mr. Bird said. ‘‘In the 
past, while we have: considered information 
furnished by citizens against smoking stacks, 
we have based prosecutions on violations ob- 
served by our inspectors. Hereafter the de- 
partment will bring suits in court on infor- 
mation furnished by citizens if it appears 
accurate and justifiable. The Chicago Wom- 
an's club has assiated us in this way, and 
the invitation is now made to every ind! 
vidual in Chicago who believes that offenders 
are escaping.” 

Mr. Bird, in instructing. citizens how to 
make their complaints, tells.them to give the 
name of the owner, the location of the stack, 


the date of violation of the ordinance, the 


{ time of the violation.when aggregating more 


than six minutes, and the name and address 
of the observer. 

“ One witness is sufficient to prove a case; 
two or more are better,’’ the inspector adds. 
“The ordinance under which violations are 
prosecuted prohibits emission of dense smoke 
for more than six minutes in an hour, any 
consecutive sixty minutes. The minutes of 
smoking need not be consecutive in order to 
be a violation. 

“Courts hold that there is ‘dense smoke ’ 
when it cuts off view of objects in the back- 
ground. Every Monday is trial day in the 
Municipal courtroom of Judge Scovel. Ifthe 
citizen is averse to appearing in court, in- 
spectors of the department will investigate 
the complaint, make independent observa- 
tions, and if necessary prosecute without the 
aid of the complaining citizen.” 


Says Clubwoman Ig Mistaken. 


In his letter to Mrs. Sherwood Inspector 
Bird says she is not aware of what has been 
accomplished, if she has. been correctly 
quoted. 

“ You are quoted as saying that the smoke 
committee of the Chicago Woman's club is 
becoming more discouraged every day,’’ the 
letter reads, “and that the committe feels 
that there is more smoke in Chicago now 
than there was two years ago, when the fight 
on smoke was started: You also are quoted 
as saying no attention is paid to complaints 
made to the city smoke department. 

“If you ate quoted correctly I feel sure 
that you have-no conception of what actually 
has been done in the last two yearm Because 
Chicago is so large and because soft coal is 
universally used it is hard for one to form 
an exact opinion as to the relative amount of 
smoke made each month. However, we who 
are giving our entire attention to this work 
know that there is much less smoke being 
made today than formerly. 


Last Complaint in November. 


** You are quoted as saying that complaints 
are not followed up. I am surprised to have 
you say this, because it is a standing order 
that every compiaint made by the Chicago 
Woman's club is to be given particular at- 
tention, and on loooking up our records I 
find that the last complaint we received from 
any member of your club was in November 
of last year. Nov. 4 of last year I wrote 
a letter to Mrs. Nellie J. O’Connor, a member 
of your. smoke committee, asking her for 
the assistance of your committee jn our work 
with the public school buildings. I received 
no reply, and when I telephoned Mrs. O’Con- 
nor about a month later she informed me 
the committee was to. consider the matter 
that week, and that I would be informed as 
to the program to be followed. Since that 
time I have heard, nothing about it. 

** We are more than anxious to havethe as- 
sistance of the women jn your organization, 
and have been greatly disappointed during 
the winter that we have not been given the 
aid by your committee that we expected.”’ 

Mrs. Sherwood expressed surprise at the 
statements of the smoke inspector. 

‘“‘ Why, I sent him several less than three 
weeks ago,”’ she said, “and only today I 
sent three to T...—. Donnelley, the president 
of the commission. We are eager to help in 
the smoke campaign, and will continue te

It is understood ‘that the most important 
feature of the reqpened inquiry will be an 
investigation of the methods by which the 
Armour-Swift-Morrie interests, through the 
National Packing company, acquired control 
f the New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat com- 
pany. 


May Summon Bank Employes. 

The prosecutors may go deeper and attempt 
to discover the exact nature of the relations 
of the packers and the agreements that re- 
sulted in the formation of the National Pack- 
ing company. In an attempt to throw light 
on these matters Patrick A. Valentine was 
summoned shortly before the adjournment 
of the grand jury, but was excused because 
of illness.

THREE: HABITUAL CRIMINALS 
ARE SENTENCED TO PRISON. 


Indeterminate Terms Imposed on Sever- 
al Counts Practically Amount toLife 
Imprisonment for Each Offender. 


Three criminals were found guilty yester- 
day in Judges Barnes courtroom on charges 
of robbery with a revolver, being habitual 
criminals, and common robbery. They were 
sentenced to an indeterminate term on each 
count, practically amounting to life impris- 
onment. The three are Peter O’Toole, 4 
years old; Edward Jensen, 27 years old, and 
Arthur Cassidy, 26 years old. 

The men were tried together before a jury 
which returned three separate verdicts 
against each. A motion for a new trial wae 
made by Attorney James C. O’Brien, but the 
judge denied it. O'Toole was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for robbery in 1908 and paroled four 
years late. Cassidy was sent to the reforma- 
tory in 1903 and paroled in December last, 
and Jensen was sent to the reformatory in 
1903 and paroled in 1907. 

The specific charge of robbery was the 
holding up of six men in a saloon at 2301 
West Chicago avenue on Feb. 16. The men 
were placed in the ice box-after being robbed 
and $851 was taken from the cash register. 
The other places robbed by the three de- 
fendants were a grocery at Lincoln and 
Huron streets and a butcher shop at 1618 
West Erie street.

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PROCEDURAL REFORM AGAIN. 

While we are not tremendously im- 
pressed by Mr. Hiram T. Gilbert’s claim 
that his procedural reform bill deserves 
especial consideration because he spent 
$6,000 and a year and a half of his time 
upon it, we welcome his persistence in 
bringing this reform occasionally to the 
consciousness of the bar. We have a good 
deal of fellow feeling for Mr. Gilbert be- 
cause we have encountered the solid im- 
pact of what passes for professional con- 
servatism, and is for the most part a very 
common or garden variety of indifference. 

So far as Mr. Gilbert’s bill is concerned 
we believe with its chief critics that while 
it contains many excellent provisions and 
is a piece of constructive work most, hon- 
orable to its author, and well worthy of 
the man who gave us the Municipal court 
act, it is fundamentally erroneous In its 
plan. That is, it puts into the statutes 


| what should be left to rules of court. It 


would precipitate us into a period of un- 
certainty and judicial construction com- 
pared to which our present condition is 
simplicity and dispatch. 

But is it not a pity, gentlemen of the 
bench and bar, that in spite of a very gen- 
eral admission that teform is needed, the 
profession does not sufficiently interest 
itself to force proper relief? The legis- 
lature has just adjourned after refusing 
to authorize and provide for a commis- 
sion to study the situation and make in- 
formed recommendations, That refusal is 
the inevitable effect of your indifference. 
And that indifference is the offspring of 
selfishness and want of public spirit. 

Reform in adjective law is a very tech- 
nical matter which ought to be left to 
judges and lawyers. But the faults of 
adjective law are felt by the layman and 
they are an important element in that 
growing distrust of courts and of the law 
which is so solemnly and sternly depre- 
cated over the banquet board, The bur- 
den of reforms in our substagtive law 
may reasonably be left to the general pub- 
lic. But it should be a point of honor 
with the legal profession that in the tech- 
nical and professional matter of the ad- 
ministrative machinery of justice the pro- 
fesgion itself should act without outside 
pressure,. with promptness as defects de- 
velop, and with broad public spirit. 


ARKANSAS ASKS TO BE SHOWN. 

The world will take note of the attitude 
of Arkansas in the matter of the proposed 
congressional medal to Lieut. Peary. 

Arkansas speaks in trumpet tones 
through the material vehicle of Repre- 
sentative Robert Bruce Macon of Helena. 
Arkansas stays the step of headlong en- 
thusiasm and in the name of certitude 
demands that congress shall be shown 
proofs before it embarks. upon a career 
of reckless expenditure expressed in the 
giddy investment of the taxpayers’ tribute 
in the form of a gold medal to the alleged 
discoverer.of the north pole. 

It is all very well for the American 
Geographical society to .accept Lieut. 
Peary’s proofs. But what is that to Ar 
kansas? Arkansas has seen no proofs. 
In fact, there are many voters in Ar- 
kansas who maintain a sturdy. skepticism 
in the teeth of the rumor that the earth 
is round, and as for the matter of the 
sun, the sun-do-move theory is still in 
good standing, we are confident, among 
many of Representative Macon’s constitu- 


pledges, or authorized others to make 
them for him, he would have kept them 
as Mr. Lincoln did his, for he was a con- 
scientious man. There is nothing to show 
that he made any. 

It is impossible to speak so confidently 
as regards Senator Bikins’ dealings with 
Mr, Platt. That individual certainly be- 
lieved that a promise had been made him. 
He wanted the place, and a nod, an af- 
firmative look from Mr, Elkins, may have 
seemed to him assurance strong as holy 
writ. There js no telling what halfway 
promises or /pleasamt assurances that 
everything would be all right may have 
been given by Mr. Bikins or the Indiana 
men who were working for Gen. Harrison, 
“unbeknownst to him.”

RARE AND PLEASING BRIBERY. 
Attorney General Stead turns away 
from the reefs and shoals of the legisla- 
tion of the special session to read a lec- 
ture to a man who loved the taxpayers 
more than he did himself. A. L. Clarke 
is the name of this rare bird, and he hails 
from Clara. Being a candidate for 
tuwnship collector, he prom'sei if elected 
to turn over the 2 per cent commission on 
collections allowed him by law to the 
roadmasters of the town. Seemingly he 
is a believer in good roads and is willing 
to work for nothing to help the good 
cause. 
The acute attorney general sees in this 
promise a seductive bribe. A hope of 
lower road taxes is held out to men who 
groan under the burden of those taxes. 
The attorney general believes the farmers 
would forget their political principles and 
their party candidates and vote for the 
man who offered them a bribe which it 
weuld not be unlawful for them to accept. 
Doubtless he is right technically. Cor- 
ruption of the electorate, even when it 
comes in the seductive fyrm of lower 
taxes, should be met at the threshold and 
driven away. And yet at a time when 


officeholders are madly bent on raking 


in all the fees, commissions, perquisites, 
enc allowances which are couceded by 
law or which can be secured in defiance 
of law, it is refreshing to find a man who 
is willing to work for the public for noth- 
ing, giving to it the fees the law gives 
him. There are not many of his kind. 
There never will be many. The attor- 
ney getieral may call him a briber if he 
pleases, but he is without guile. He is 
running counter to the law pro bono pub- 
lico, and he deserves local admiration as 
well as official censure. 

The dictum of the attorney general 
should not be given too broad an appli- 
eation, A candidate for office who 
promises to turn into the public treasury 
perquisites which officeholders had been 
in the illegal habit of putting into their 
own pockets cannot be accused of bribery. 
He is merely pledging himself to perform 
a neglected duty. 


A GOOD AND FAITHFUL SERVANT. 

Thoughts about thrift, loyalty, and the 
dignity of any service well performed ac- 
eompany the reading of the dispatch frow 
New York telling of bequests made by a 
domestic servant who recently died there 
after having lived over thirty years in 
the same family. This faithful woman 
left $10,000 to a number of charities and 
half that sum to the family whose eerv: 
itor and companion she had been. 

Theré will be those, and they are many, 
who look upon a life thus spent as un- 
speakable drudgery, but to Anna Gray 
it could not have been so. The faithful 
servant, if you will, eae was also the com- 
panion of the family and its friend—a 
member of it in everything but actual re. 
lationship. Her thirty years of service 
was thirty years of reciprocal amenities, 
not work grudgingly and perfunctorily 
performed, but done with cheerfulness,

ONDON is losing another familiar landmark, 
‘through the demolition of a mansion which, 
although officially known as No. 1 Stratton 
street, is ia reality No. 80 Piccadilly, and which, 
‘gust a hundred years ago—that is to say, in 


the first days of April, 1810—was the scene of a | 


siege, In which the Coldstream guards and the Royal 
horse guards were among the beleaguering forces, 
while the fort, or rather the house, was held by the 
late Baroness Burdett-Coutts’ father, Sir Francis Bur- 
dett, supported and encouraged by the London popu- 
lace. , 


Sir Francis Burdett, it may be remembered, while Rad- 
ical member of parliament for Westminster, assailed 
the house of commons with such vigor in connection 
with its treatment of a publicist of the name of John 
Gale Jones that he was committed to the tower on 
a warrant of the speaker for breach of the privileges 
of the house of commons. Sir Francis declined to 
admit the authority of the speaker in the matter, and 
barricaded himself in his house in Piccadilly—that is 
to say, the house which now is being demolished in 
order to make way for an apartment building. 

The siege lasted four days, and resulted in a good 
deal of fighting and some little bloodshed, which won 
for the Royal Horse guards the nickname of “the 
Piccadilly Butchers,” and culminated in the house 
being ultimately stormed by the troops, and in Sir 
Francis being carried off to the Tower of London, 
where he remained until the prorogation of parlla- 
ment, some weeks later, put an end to the speaker's 
authority, and, consequently, to his own captivity. 
Unless I am much mistaken; it was the last occa- 
sion of any one belhg cemmitted to the Tower of 
London as a prisoner.

It is a remarkable fact that, although just a hun- 
dred years have elapsed since then, the Brooklyn 
born son-in-law of Sir Francis Burdett—namely: Mr. 
William Ashmead Burdett-Coutts—is today represent- 
ing the same constituency—namely: Westminster—in 
the house of commons. 

Originally the mansion now being torn down formed 
two hoyses,-one of which was occupied by Sir Francis 
Burdett, and his daughter, and the other by his 
father-in-law, old. Tom Coutts, the banker, who mar- 
ried, en secondes noces, Harriett Mellon, the actress. 
After Tom Coutts’ death his widow, heiress to all his 
riches, married the duke of St. Albans, and, when she 
died, bequeathed her great fortune, and the house to 
her husband's granddaughter, Angela Burdett, stipu- 
lating that she should assume the name of Coutts in 
additien to her patronymic. That was in 1837, and 
from that time forth the two houses were thrown 
into one. 

It was from the balcony of Sir Francis Burdett’s 
house in Piccadilly that the late Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts witnessed the coronation procession of George 
IV., of William IV., of Queen Victoria, and of Edward 
VII. On the occasion of King Edward's coronation 
procession the baroness had by her side on the bal- 
cony her old friend, Admiral Sir Henry Keppel, who 
was 92 years of age at the time. 

The baroness, whose widowed American born hus- 
band is barely 60, and who herself died only about 
three years ago, used to relate that she well remem- 
bered her grandfather, Tom Coutts, who, born early 
in the reign of George II., was grown up at the time 
of the American war of independence, and had been 
on terms of friendship with Dr. Johnson, the great 
Lord Chatham, Garrick, etc. Tom Coutts was hos- 
pitable, and even in his day his Piccadilly home was 
the rendezvous of some of the most important men of 
his time, while Sir Francis Burdett’s house, next door, 
was the headquarters of Radicalism, although his 
son-in-law today is a pronounced Tory. 

But it was during the régime of the late Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts that the double house in Piccadilly 
became a great social center. Up to the time of the 
baroness’ marriage Queen Victoria was a frequent 
visitor there, as were also the present king and his 
consort, while among the habitués of the baroness’ 
salons at 80 Piccadilly, and among those who were 
most frequently to be found at her hospitable board 
were the royal French Duc d’Aumale, owner of Chan- 
tilly, who is credited with having proposed for her 
hand; Louls Napoleon, 
French; the first duke of Wellington, who is also 
asserted to have been one of her suitors; Lord Bea- 
consfield, Palmerston, Wilberforce, the Abolitioniat, the 
great Metternich, during his stay in London, Gen. 
Gordon of Khartum, and last but not least, Henry 
Stanley, the explorer. Indeed, it is probable that 
there ia no private house in London which for the 
last hundred years or tmore has had its threshold 
crossed by so many celebrated personages, and which 
has been the scene of so many notable gatherings, as 
that which is now in the hands of the wrecker. 
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In none of the notices of the death of the late 
duc de Talleyrand-Perigord, who for near half a 
century was one of the pillars of the French turf, 
the founder of the National Steeplechase society of 
France, and of the club de la Rue Royale, and the 
Alcibiades of Parisian life, have I seen any mention 
made of his connection with the army. 

Yet he was a veteran of the Crimean war, in which 
he took part as an officer of cuirassiers, afterwards 
serving with De Gallifet in the crack cavalry regi- 
ment of the Guides. Moreover, when the war of 1870 
broke out, he volunteered for duty, was attached to 
the staff of admiral de la Ronciere le Noury, who was 
one of the defenders of Paris, and distinguished him- 
self under fire to such a degree that he was decorated 
with the cross of the Legion of Honor for conspicuous 
gallantry on the battle field. 

It is well that these things should be femembered 
of him at a moment when there seems to be a dis- 
position to regard him as having been nothing more 
than @ mere useless butterfly of fashion.

Thanks to this, there is probably no scholastic insti- 
tution in the land that has graduated so many nobles 
of ancient lineage, titled and untitled, as the training 
ship Borda, at Brest, on which all officers of the navy 
undergo a three year course before being appointed 
ensigns. 

The announcement, therefore, that admiral de La- 
peyrere has decided to do away with the Borda, ana 
to establish in its stead a naval college on shore, at 
Brest, will attract widespread attention. The ad- 
miral is following in this’ matter the example of 
the English admiralty, which not long ago abolished 
the training ship Britannia, and transferred the cadets 
to what is now known as the Naval college, at Dev- 
onport, which is on much the same lines as Annap- 
olis, The building of the new French Naval college 
already has been begun, on the pointe at Brest, and a 
sum of 3,000,000 franca has been voted for the pur- 
pose. 

The school ship system was first established in 
France just a hundred years ago, by Emperor Na- 
poleon, who signed a decree at Fontainebleau assign- 
ing two men-of-war to the service at Brest and one 
at Toulon, Louis XVIII. abolished them and organ- 
ized a naval college at Angouléme. But in 1830 King 
Louis Philippe sent back the naval cadets to a school 
ship at Brest—namely: the Orion—which ten years 
later was replaced by the Borda, and the Borda has 
been used for the purpose ever since.

CREATE A FIGHTING SPIRIT. 


Supt. Nightingale Says Change Will 
Help Universal Peace. 


Do you remember how, when you were a 
schoolboy, you read in your dog eared his- 
tory of the valorous deeds of the American 
colonists? Do you remember how your blood 
was fired by the accounts of Indian ambus- 
cades, hand to hand conflicts, and daring 
rescue—and how you and your companions 
*“‘chose up sides” after school to see who 
would be colonists and who Indians in re- 
producing those historical scenes? 

Well, all that is over—at least as far as 
the Cook county public schoole are con- 
cerned. 

The teaching of the general details of wars 
and battles is not conducive to the prin- 
ciples of peace, according to County Super- 
intendent A. F. Nightingale, and henceforth 
will be omitted in the grades. This will hold 
true of the colonial wars, except the French 
and Indian war, and that will be studied only 
in a general way. The innovation was con- 
sidered at a meeting of the teachers of the 
county schools. 


Help to Universal Peace. 

“ There is no doubt that this change tn the 
handling of the subject of wars in the schools 
will help the cause of universal peace,”’ Dr. 
Nightingale said in explanation, “‘ The study 
of the heroic deeds of soldiers and sailors of 
the navy creates in the boys a fighting spirit 
with the result that they often are filled with 
a desire to emulate them. 

“With this influence eliminated in the 
school curriculum, there ought to be less of 
the desire to be a hero jn the ambition of our 
boys.”’

FINDS 20 FLAWS 
IN BUILDING CODE 


Architect Pond Gets Council | 
| TALKS 


Committee to Make Many 
Changes in New Draft. 


WHOLE SECTIONS LIFTED: 


Stairways and Fire Escape 
Clauses May Be Revamped; 
Fight for More Time. 


Twenty flaws in Chicago's proposed new 
bullding code, which, after fifteen months’ 
work, is now almost finished, were pointed 
out yesterday by Allen B. Pond, the arch- 
itect, to the city council building committee. 

“I picked up the new code a short time 
ago,” explained Mr. Pond later, * and in the 
course of three hours I found these twenty 
vital mistakes. I hesitate to say how many 
more I could find if I spent more time on it. 
I wrote a letier to the mayor in February 
srotediinn against the adoption of the code 
in its condition at that time. I advised a 
eommission of experts—of disinterested per- 
sons—to revamp the code. 

“T did not follow up my letter to the 
mayor, because I have the promise of Ald. 
Taylor, a member of the committee, that it 
will not be rushed through the council. 

‘Mr. Taylor also promised me that the 
code would be gone over again inch by inch. 
I have also talked with Ald. Merriam, Ald. 
Thomson, and Ald. Richert, showing them 
the situation as I view it. 


Many Changes Are Made, 

“TI found so many errors—many of them 
vital—in so short a time I naturally fee) that 
the code contains many others.” 

To the committee Mr. Pond told just where 
the mistakes were, their full Import, and sug- 
gested changes. In each instance the com- 
mittee adopted the changes. For the most 
part the changes had to do with contradic- 
tory statements, ambiguities, and nreaning- 
less passages. 

In one or two instances sentences were 
crossed out, the sequence of statements 
changed, and a whole passage lifted out of 
one section and placed in another. Mr. Pond 
said he was by no means satisfied with the 
code when he got through with it, declaring 
that the changes made were only those that 
followed a three hours’ reading of the code 
on his part. 

Ald. Merriam and Ald. Thomson will make 
a strong fight to keep the code from being 
adopted by the council during its present life, 
which bas three more meetings. 


Stairways Problem Is Discussed. 

Ald. Jones, chairman of the committee, is 
said to be anxious to hurry the code through 
on the next to the last or last council meeting. 
He has been accused of going to extreme 
measures to get quorums of his committee 
at meetings, and to slide over hastily many 
important provisions. One of these in par- 
ticular has to do with stairways. 

According to the way the code now reads 
such structures as office buildings, hotels, 
and hospitals are required to have only one 
fire escape and two stairways or two stair- 
ways and one fire escape. This point was 
brought out at the meeting by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Stah! when the commit- 
tee discussed the matter of hurrying the 
action on the code. 

“ Well, if this code is to go in during the 
life of the present council, it will have to go 
in mighty soon,”’ said Mr. Stahl. “I think 
we can finish up what we have to complete 
on the code in probably another meeting. 


Want Billboards Off ‘Roofs. 

“ But, if any of the code is to be reviewed, 
I think it would be well to take up the 
stairways matter. I drew the code as it now 
reads on the subject of stairways, because 
I thought In all existing hotels, office build- 
ings, or hospitals the question and number 
of stairways and fire escapes was being regu- 
lated by the building department.’’ 

At the close of the discussion a delega- 
tion, headed by John J. O’Connor, sought 
to induce the committee to reconsider the 
provisions of the billboards ordinance. Mr. 
O’Connor asked that it be drawn in such a 
way that billboards be kept off roofs of 
buildings. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Stahl took 
a stand against Mr. O'Connor on the legal 
phase of the matter. The discussion hinged 
largely on the meaning of the word “ loca- 
tion.”’ 


Word “Location” in Dispute. 

Mr. O’Connor held that by the interpre- 
tation of the expression ‘‘To control the 
location ’’ of signboards, as he saw it, signs 
could be kept off roofs. s.r. Stahl held that 
it meant simply where the signs were erected 
on buildings—whether on the roof or on 
the side. 

Members of the council committee on gas,

She had an opinion about *“ The Sphinx,”’ 
she said, but was not asked what it was. 

The witness said she learned later that 
Wilde’s plays, with Dr. Kempster’s name 
inscribed in the books, had been lent by Mrs. 
Townsend to a woman friend. 

She was asked if the lending of such vooks 
could be considered to constitute “ improper 
relations,” and replied she never used that 
phrase relating to her husband and Mrs. 
Townsend, merely saying an ‘‘ improper in- 
timacy.”’ 

When the ‘aiid was revised to fh: this 
phrase she declared: * A manner can con- 
vey a great deal.”’ She asserted the lending 
itself was not so important as the manner 
in which it was done. 

Mrs, Kempster said her husbend was un- 
willing to have the Wilde books opened in 
the presence of his wife in his own home. 


Explains the Decoy Letter. 

Asked as to her motive in sending the 
decoy letter, Mrs. Kempster said it was her 
intention *‘ to portray to Dr. Kempster Mrs.

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BY STATE DECISION 


Wisconsin Commission Holds 
It Should Not Arbitrarily 
Change Schedules. 


CASE OF C., M. AND ST. P. 


H. D. Hutchens Made Superin- 
tendent of the Southern’s 
Northern District. 


The Wisconsin railroad commission has 
just handed down a decision which is espe- 
clally pleasing to the railroads in that it 
holds that regulating bodies should not in- 
terfere with train schedules except in case 
of a strong showing of inadequacy to the 
requirements of the public. The decision 
is given in. the complaint made by about 
800 residents of Sparta, New Lisbon, Maus- 
ton, Camp Douglas, Tomah, and Kilbourn 
City, Wis., against the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway's service on the La 
Crosse diivsion. 

The petition, which was denied by the com- 
mission, asked that the railroad be compelled 
to put on additional passenger trains, one in 
the morning and one in the evening, to stop 
at all stations between La Crosse and Por- 
tage, and that the train now leaving Mil- 
-‘waukee at 5 p. m. for Portage oy continued 
to La Crosse. 


Extra Trains Caused Loss. 

The railroad showed by testimony at a 
hearing on Dec. 14°that its schedule of six 
trains east bound and five west bound had 
been put on July 1 as the result of consider- 
able experimenting, during which a schedule 
including the trains asked for had been 
tried and had shown average earnings of 
only 58 cents per train per mile. It was ar- 
gued from this that the existing arrange- 
ment was more popular than one including 
the trains asked for, while it was claimed 
that additional trains could not be put on 
without loss to the railroad. 

The commission held that additional trains 
would accommodate additional people, but 
that the trouble and expense of extra service 
in proportion to the number of passengers 
was to be considered. 


Has New Unloading Device. 


The Illinois Central railroad is experiment- 
ing with a new electrically operated unload- 
ing device for transferring heavy freight 
from river vessels to railroad cars, The de- 
vice was invented by A. 8S. Baldwin, chief en- 
gineer of the road, and has just been placed 
in' operation on the Mississippi river below 
Memphis, Tenn., where it is used to handle 
bales of cotton, cotton seed, and lumber. It 
consists of a system of electric hoists and 
trolley carriages operated over a cantilever 
projecting over the water from a steel tower. 

H. D. Hitchins has been appointed general 
superintendent of the northern district of the 
Southern railway, to succeed A. H. Westfall, 
who on Sunday will become genera} super- 
intendent of the Alton and Clover Leaf roads, 
with headquarters at Bloomington.

STANDARD ADDS TO DEFENSE; 
NEW BRIEF iN SUPREME COURT. 


Document Deals with ‘‘Facts” in Case 
— Government Method of Estimat- 
ing Profits Denounced. 


Washington, D. C., March 10—Ahhough 
a brief ‘‘ on the part of the appellants "’ was 
on file In the Supreme court of the United 
States, a second group of legal talent of the 
Standard Oil] company today presented an 
independent defense of that organization. 

Today’s defenders are three eastern attor- 
neys. The first defense was prepared by 
Pittsburg counsel. On Monday the court will 
hear oral arguments on the decree of the 
Circuit court of the United States for the 
eastern district of Missouri, dissolving the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey. 

The eastern counsel went more fully into 
the “facts”’ than the Pittsburg attorneys. 
Stress is laid on the claim that the record 
shows no unreasonable advance in the aver- 
age prices of the Standard Oil. 

‘It appears there was no increase in net 
prices,’ say counsel. ‘“ What the govern- 
ment’s position amounts to is that the actual 
prices for refined oil should have stood 
still, while all other prices were rising.”’ 

The government’s method of estimating the 
profits the Standard Ol! has been making is 
denounced as ‘“‘unsound in law” and as 
“contrary to business principles and the 
facts of human experience.” 

“ Considering only the rate of profit, which 
for seven years, 1900-1906, averaged less than 
25 per cent on the total net capital invested,’’ 
says the brief, “ that rate of profit is a rea- 
sonable one for a great manufacturing busi- 
ness, involving the elements of risk which 
characterize the oil industry. 

“The success of the Standard Oil business 
is due to foresight, energy, and boldness, and 
to a policy of investment on an immense 
scale, displayed and carried out in every 
branch of the petroleum industry.’’. 

The charge that .the Standard Ol] com- 
panies, through their control of pipe lines, 
have monopolized the purchase and trans- 
portation of crude oil, is declared “‘ entirely 
unsupported by the record.”’ 


TOBACCO MAN FOUND GUILTY 
OF STEALING BANK’S MONEY. 


Indianapolis Federal Jury Also Is Try- 
ing William H. Marker for Alleged 
Tipton, Ind., Defalcation. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 10.—Paul C. Gall, 
@ tobacco merchant, was found guilty of 
fraudulently abstracting funds of the Capi- 
tal National bank of this city by a jury in the 
United States District court today. Judge A. 
B. Anderson deferred sentencing Gall and he 
was taken to jail. 

Charged with embezzling $100,000 of the 
funds of the First National bank of Tipton, 
Ind., William H. Marker, formerly cashier of 
the bank, was placed on trial before a jury in 
the same court. 

Marker’s brother, Noah R. Marker, former 
assistant cashier of the bank, indicted joint- 
ly with him on the charge of complicity in the 
embezzlement, will have a separate trial. 

The president of Tipton bank is E. w. 
Shirk of Chicago. The bank was closed on 
July 26, 1909.

OF INTEREST IN ‘THE U. 8. 


Errors of Experiments Are Eliminated 
in Charter. 


Washington, D, C., March 10.—[Special. }— 
Both advocates and opponents of the central 
bank idea, recently brought into public dis- 
cussion in this country by speeches of Presi- 
dent Taft, may find material for study and 
argument in the monograph on “ The Na- 
tional Bank of Belgium,” by Charles A. Co- 
nant, banker and author of financial works. 

The monograph will be issued tomorrow by 
the national monetary commission as the 
latest in the series embodying the product of 
the exhaustive investigation by the commis- 
sion. 

The National Bank of Belgium dates only 
from the year 1850, twenty years after Bel- 
gium became independent, and was made the 
model of the revision of the charter of the 
Bank of the Netherlands and of the National 
Bank of Japan when Japan abandoned her 
unsuccessful experiment with the Ameri- 
can system of isolated banks issuing notes on 
public securities. 

The foundation of the National Bank of 
Belgium followed the collaspse of the system 
of issuing bank notes through banks which 
engaged largely in financing instead of 
basing their issues upon liquid assets. The 
errors of previous banking experiments were 
thus avoided in the enactment of the charter, 
according to Mr. Conant. 


Survives Serious Test. 

The bank was subjected to a serious test 
of its solvency and ability to handle busi- 
ness by the war between France and Ger- 
many in 1870. Belgium was close to the 
route of the contending armies, but, as a 
neutral country, was availed of as the agent 
of many financial transactions conducted 
by French and German financiers. 

The bank met the préssure resolutely by 
reducing. its holdings of foreign bills, im- 
porting gold, and raising the rate of dis- 
count. So firmly was the credit of the bank 
established by this experience that it was 
specially stipulated in the treaty of peace 
which terminated the war that among the 
forms of payment of the war indemnity ac- 
cepted by Germany from France notes of the 
National Bank of Belgium should be in- 
cluded. 

The basis upon which the notes of the 
bank are issued is convertible commercial 
paper maturing within short terms. The 
note issue is unlimited in amount and is not 
restricted by the charter as to the proportion 
of cash reserve required to be held. The 
proportion of reserve was left to be fixed by 
the statutes of the bank, which are a subject 
of mutual agreement between the minister of 
finance and the administration of the bank. 

By this authority the proportion of cash 
to notes has been fixed at 33% per cent, but 
the minister of finance has power to suspend 
this requirement in an emergency. 


No Interest on Deposits. 

Interest im not. paid upon deposits. in the 
national bank, in order that such deposits as 
are attracted shall be those growing out 
of commercial operations and not those par- 
taking of the nature of investments made for 
the sake of the interest earned. The out- 
standing issues of notes, which reached in 
1908 an amount in excess of $160,000,000 for 
a population of less than 7,500,000, constitute 
the chief lability of the bank. 

Current deposit accounts constitute only 
about one-tenth of the assets, $200,000,000, 
which represent the banking and issuing 
functions of the bank. 

Regulation of the money market Ife at- 
tained in part, as in other European countries 
dowered with a central bank of issue, by 
changing the discount rate. The bank has 
preferred to a large extent the policy of the 
Bank of France of replenishing its goki re- 

serve at its Own expense rather than by the 
elevation of the discount rate. 

The organizatfon of the National Bank of 
Belgium is not unlike that of the banks of 
France and Germany. The governor is ap- 
pointed by the king, but the government has 
no share in-the ownership, and the adminis- 
trative boards are chosen by the sharehold- 
ers. 


Distribution of Agencies. 

The bank was organized with the view of 
performing the fiscal functions of the treas- 
ury, and ita thirty-nine agencies have been 
distributed as march to facilitate this end 
as for the convenience of the commercial 
community. 

So considerable is the work performed for 
the state that payments in and out of the 
bank for the public treasury have come to 
exceed $1,000,000,000 annually, exclusive of 
the many other operations in the payment of 
coupons and conversion of the debt which 
have been imposed without compensation 
upon the bank.

A few traders have not forgotten that a year 
ago two of the leading crop specialists now in the 
Kansas fields were practically agreed that Texas, 
Oklahoma, and Kansas would have but 60,000, 000 
bu wheat altogether. The final result showed they 
were only 50,000,000 bu out of the way in their est!- 
mate for the three states, the total raised being 
110,000,000 bu. In the green bug year the estimates 
of the same experts were of a most sensational 
character, but the state turned out close to 75,- 
000,000 bu. 


** The keeping quality of the corn has been mis- 
trusted, but elevators are kiln drying corn at a 
rapid rate, and such corn will keep and will be re- 
quired for spring shipping needs, as farmers are 
holding their choice corn for higher prices, and as 
receipts drop off the heavy cash discounts will 
disappear,’’ said W. P. Anderson in a special corn 
letter. ‘“‘ While the government report showed 
1,0560,865,000 bu back on farms March 1. this will 
be drawn on for farm feeding with unusual free- 
dom, there being great inducement for the farmer 
to fatten hogs and other live stock to secure by far 
the highest prices since the civil war.’’ 


Smiley, the secretary of the Kansas Grain Deal- 
ers’ association, gave out a report on Kansas 
conditione yesterday which was not regarded as 
very bullish. On 4,710,868 acres of wheat in 
the state he estimates that the damage is about 
10 per cent; on 647,389 acres, 25 per cent: on 
871.516 acres, 30 per cent, and on 282,111 acres, 50

to 60 per cent, with a condition of 8&4 for the 
atate. If his figures are approximately correct 
the estate will raise a larger crop than a year 
ag0, providing no injury is suffered from now on. 


Trade in cash wheat was quiet with little de- 
mand except for contract grades. The outlook was 
not promising for active business for some time, 
Outside markets were not much changed relatively. 
Minneapolis reported elevator people buying wheat 
at present premiums. No. 1 northern was quoted 
about %@l%c over the May.

They met with 
strong opposition, however, and were forced to 
pay close to steady for many loads, the fresh re- 
ceipts of 8,000 head not being large enough to 
enable them to force a general decline. trade 
was only moderately active, although a satis- 
factory clearance of arrivale was effected before 
the cJose, and it was noticed that eastern shippers 
werg much less aggressive than on the preceding 
day.

It is regarded as probable that the dividend 
rate of 4 per cent which is now being paid 
on Street’s Stable Car common will be re- 
duced to the rate of 2 per cent per annum 
at a meeting of the board of directors sched- 
uled to be held on March 81.
